Damages Crops 


Wheat Saffers from Lack of Moisture 
—Situation Serious 


Another week has passed with no 
relief for the drouth strieken qrops 
of this area, and the situation is 
developing serious aspects. Stubbled 
in grain is estimated to be a_ total 
loss, but wheat sown on breaking and 
summer fallow may still yield a light 
crop if given rain within a few days. 

Wheat is practically all headed out, 
and in the best looking fields the 
grain measures about 18 inches tall, 
with good heads. The continued dry 
weather is causing some of the heads 
to turn white at the tip. 

In the irrigated areas farmers are 
busy spreading the water night and 
day, and where watered early in the 
season the grain is looking good. 

A hot wind blew for two days this 
week, and the stubbled in grain 
withered under the scorching blast.

GANADA OWNED 
BY CANADIANS 

Canadians hear with great concern 
the statements of politicians who tell 
us about the invasion of Canada by 
foreign capitalists, and about Canada 
being a hewer of wood and a drawer 
of water for our prosperous neighbor 
.o the south. 

So it is with much satisfaction that 
we learn, from a statement issued 
by the Deminion Bureau of Statistics, 
that Canadian enterprise and indust- 
ry is mostly owned and controlled by 
Canadians. (Canadians, it appears, 
own betwee 55 per cent and 66 per 
cent of the securities of all enter- 
prises loaated in Canada. The total 
British and foreign investment in 
this country is given as $6,742,043,000, 
of which $2,209,517,000 is credited to 
British investors. Canadian = and 
British capital thus own from 75 to 
80 per cent of Canadian industry. 

At the same time Canadian Inves{- 
ment in the United States amounts 
LO 99874,626,000 American capital 
in Canada is largely invested in gov- 
ernment securities, the pulp and 
paper industry, and mining. 

Says the Ottawa correspondent of 
the New York Times: ‘The Great 
War revealed to Canadians some 
knowledge of their present and 
potential wealth, and the habit, of 
buying domestic securities has stuck. 
Present national wealth tg estimated 
to be at least five times the total of 
British and foreign investments, so 
there need be no reason for dis- 


quiet.”
